THIRTEEN KILLED BY HAIL. 


| Storm, Destructive to Life and Prop 
erty, Strikes Wartembarg. 
Berlin, July IO.—A Stuttgart dis­ 
patch received here brings the news 
of a destructive hailstorm which raged 
causing the death of thirteen persons 
and damage to crops amounting 
to 
more than $4,000,000. 
Such a meteorological phenomenon 
in the hottest month of the year has 
never before been experienced in this 
part of the fatherland. 
Before 
the 
storm the weather was extremely sul­ 
try. Gradually the clouds began to 
darken and within a few minutes after 
there was a sudden darkness, followed 
by rushing torrents of rain which al­ 
most submerged the 
villages. 
The 
rain was followed by a terrific hail­ 
storm, some of the hail stones being 
of almost incredible size. Thousands 
of head of cattle were killed. 
In addition to the thirteen persons 
killed outright many were fatally in­ 
jured.

Textile Mills Are Busy - Early Settle­ 
ment of the Great Coal Miners 
Strike Is Looked 
For —More De­ 
mand For Both Cotton and Woolen 
Goods—The Week's Failures. 


New 
York, July IO.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“The strike of bituminous coal mi­ 
ners has taken 75,000 men or more 
from work, and threatens to restrict 
supplies of fuel 
in 
some 
quarters, 
though the West Virginia and some 
other mines which declined to take part 
claim to be able to meet the Eastern 
demand for some months. At the West 
the strike is by no means unitedly sus­ 
tained, and the 
impression 
prevails 
that it will not last long. 
“The tin plate works have settled the 
wage question, and are again busy, and 
show a production of 4,500,000 boxes 
yearly, with a capacity of 6,250,000. The 
bar mills have more trouble, but a gen­ 
eral settlement of iron and steel wages 
in expected without much delay. The 
cotton mills have a steady and increas­ 
ing demand. 
The woolen mills 
are 
getting decidedly more orders for fall 
wants and 
beginning 
hopefully 
on 
spring goods, but are cautious in con­ 
tracts for future delivery. There is a 
better demand for domestic wool in ex­ 
pectation of higher prices.

correct wording of that part referring

government. 
“ But first, look at our town. 
Ed­ 
gerton is not the worst town by any 
means, neither is it the best, and I 
am pretty well acquainted with towns 
in Wisconsin and I say what I know 
when I say that Edgerton is an awful 
town in which to bring up a family. 
Just look at our city government. 
I 
do not wish to say a word that will re­ 
flect on our mayor, nor do I want you 
to construe anything I may say as a 
reflection on him, for I thick he is a 
good man. 
But really things are run 
queerly. 
Vt'itll R e fe re n c e to S atin. 
“ Now let us suppose a case; of 
course it is not possible, it could not 
be done, but stretch your imagination 
and suppose it '■'ere possible, that the 
devil cculd be elected mayor of our 
citr, and that he were to import his 
own imps, with odor of brimstone on 
them fresh from below, for a coun­ 
cil. 
And now the devil and his alder­ 
men w.t a to look over our city. 
Do 
you ti*it>k they would see the need of 
p u ttie in any more saloons than now 
exis’? I think not. 
Do you think 
where the most flagrant violations of 
law exist in the saloon management, 
th at our new

“ I only wish to say a word in a 
friendly way to Mr. Cole concerning 
the position in which he has placed 
himself by bis virulent remarks.

even of their own ambition in their 
endeavor to serve the city—not to 
speak of those people, a few of whom
